- . Now, | ſhall give. yos-a deſcription of the Comer -lately ſeen; It was an Oriental Comer, 
;I&bad;jts Head cepreſfed; his Tail-did point unto the Zinoth ; but did a little incline;to 
the Nozr2-Srar: His Fail was ſomewhat large; bur at the end, ir was contracted 10. a 
point, and the very end of the Tail, did ſeem to be hooked like unto a Sickle. 

As to h1s place, it was near the upper-Srar of the Triangle; and the lefr Foot of An. 
dromada; which falls in Taurxs, about the 17th, or 18th, degrees, huving near T'venty 
Degrees of North. Latitide, ' from the Ecliptick : They write, that it hd its Motion direct 
near two depgrecs'in a day; but 1 could not ſce it above one 5 nd rneretore, could not 
obſerve its motion my ſclf, When it firſt roſe, it was of a martial-Co!lour z but as it did 
riſe higher, ic d1d ſeem to be of a inore Zrar-Colour; but 1 conceive, ihar was by rca- 
ſon that day came on a pace, and took the Colour away, 

It had its firtit Appearance in or about the middle of Aries, and had its motion out of 
Aries 1nto Taurus, And | do believe, that it ended in Gemini, It was as big as a Star 
of the firſt Aſagnitude, The particular relation, this Comer hath to divers Kingdoms and 
Countrys, Emperors or Kings, is as followeth : 


Under Aries the firt Sign that this Comet did appear in, are England, France, Germany, 
Burgundy, and Denmark, with a many more places but theſe being moſt concerned, and the 
head Cities thereof, 1 only mention them, | 


Under Taurus (the place of this Comet, when [ ſaw.it) are Ruſſia, Swedeland, Lorraigie, 
Campania, Hulvcua, Francoma, Ireland, with a many Crttes, © ; ,*+ - 


Under Gemini, (the place of the Comet, where I do believe it did end) are Sardinia, 
Lombardy, part of Engia»d, Flangers, Brabant, the Dakedome of Wertenburgh, Armenia, with 
a many Cities in thote Conntreys : all rheſe plates ſhall find great Cl anges, 

Authors fay, if a Comet, of a Martial Colour, appearin the Za/#/, or North-Eaſt part of Hea- 
ven with his Head depreſf:d (as this 'was inalt refpects)is the Fore-runner of Wars, Houſe- 

' burnings, Fire and Sword, Flague and Famitie Cauſed by Wars, - 


A Comet in Aries, is the Fore-runner of great War-like preparations, the ſhecding of much 
Blood, the death or deiiriction of ſome great Prince or Princes; and muſt be thofe Princes 
whoſe death doth cauſe a Change in the Government wherein they, doth, live ; it doth ſhew the 
Vulgar men to be Male contented, and inclinableto, rebellion, exalting themſelves :' it alſo doth 
fignine Invaſion, little mercy ſhewn by the Conqueror. PES=7, 6 


If a Comet apvear in Taurm, it is the Fore-runner of much evil for to befall Man- kind, 
and a lcfſening of their Eitates ;/ they will rebel one againit the other; it ſhews the death of 
a Great King or Prince, with an &iteration of Laws and Cuſtoms: It denoteth the deftruftion 
of great Cattic, as Horſes, or Cows and Oxen, | | | 

A Comet appeatingin Gemini; is the Fore-runner of men, being given to all manner of bad 
Courſes, given to firite and contention, taking great delight therein it denotes that abundance 
of young Men and Children to dye by lickneſs. | 

Sir, From what hath been ſaid, | do believe, that this Comet is the Fore. runner of many e- 
vils, to befall this poor place of England, and that in a ſhort time. I pray God bleſs England,
